The 
cost was hundreds of thousands. 
More than 150,000 sons of French 
mothers died in the conquest of 
Algeria. The story runs on through 
the centuries. Power is costly. 
He concludes: ‘‘Only by constant 
vigilance, prudence, willingness 
to take the long view and to as- 
sess the situation, even in its 
most unpleasant, frustrating. and 
dangerous aspects, can American 
policy succeed—succeed In pre- 
serving the freedom of the United 
States and the freedom of other 
nations as a means to that end. 
There are no quick, sure recipes 
for security and power, The 
Kremlin hasn’t got them; the 
White House will not have them 
either. This means that the 
American people will have to 
learn a great many new atti- 
tudes. (They learn fast, as the 
history of the world since 1939 
shows.) They will have to learn 
that, even in election years, the 
world cannot be altered over- 
night by a speech or a platform. 
Only by accepting this depress- 
ing truth can American power, 
great, flexible. and beneficent as 
it is. be used to full advantage.” 
That seems to be just about 
what General Eisenhower is try- 
ing to say to us, in gentler, less 
harsh truths, before he comes 
home to persuade and lead a 
Congress and a people.

Thirty-six per cent of Georgia's 
young men examined for Selective Serv- 
ice during ‘the first year of the Korean 
War were rejected because of physical, 
educational and mental reasons that 
made them unfit to absorb training nec- 
essary in the Armed Forces. In South 
Carolina the rate was 58.3 per cent. 

That is a sorry record—even worse 
than that of World War II. It shows the 
existence of problems that we have been 
slow to acknowledge and even slower 
to approach. 

The chief cause for rejection was 
failure to pass the Armed Forces Quali- 
fication Test, the method used to esti- 
mate a man’s ability to absorb training 
and to perform effectively. To pass it, 
a man must be able to read, do simple 
sums, perceive spatial relationships, and 
adjust to unfamiliar testing situations. 
It is an excellent measurement of edu- 
cational attainment. 

A study by the Bureau of Labor 
Standards of Selective Service records 
for the entire nation reveals striking re- 
gional differences in the proportion of 
rejections. Without exception, the high- 
est rates were in the Southeast, South- 
west and South Atlantic areas. The 
Southeast led them all, however, with 
from 30 to 58 per cent of draftees fail- 
ing to pass minimum requirements. 

We sometimes console ourselves by 
saving that this unfavorable record is 
due to presence of a large colored popu- 
lation. That is not borne out by facts. 
In World War II, similar regional dif- 
ferences existed among the whites and 
still do. We must look to the real reason. 

The biggest percentage of rejections 
came from the region which has con- 
tained the greatest concentration of 
both low farm-family living levels and 
the lowest per capita income in the na- 
tion. These young men whom the Army 
has found wanting came from the sec- 
tion where largest numbers of youth are 
not enrolled in school. They came from 
the section where economic conditions 
have forced lower educational and 
health standards and where these draw- 
backs have been reflected throughout 
the entire economy. 

* . . 

We are trving to do something about 
such conditions in Georgia. Indeed, 
throughout the entire South the greatest 
concentrated attack in history is being 
made upon these evils that have robbed 
our vouth of health. of education and of 
opportunity. 

In extending the educational base 
through improving school facilities, the 
Georgia school building program is mov- 
ing rapidly to meet minimum needs. 
However, in providing the highly trained 
teachers and specialists needed, we are 
not moving quite as rapidly. 

Thirty-six per cent of the top 25 per 
cent of high school graduates in Georgia 
do not attend college because they lack 
the necessary money to do so. Develop- 
ment of their minds for use in solving 
Georgia’s problems is denied for this 
reason. The talents that coud Be uti- 
lized in training other young Georgians 
dries on the vine. 

Organizations such as the Georgia 
Kiwanis Clubs are attempting to find 
ways and means to see that these 
youngsters are given an opportunity to 
earn their wavy through college. Every 
civic club, business firm and similar or- 
ganization in Georgia should join in this 
effort to find a way to attack this starv- 
ing of leadership in our midst.

All Georgia will be deeply pleased 
to read of the $610,000 Olin Foundation 
grant to Atlanta’s Carver Vocational 
School for Negroes. This, the largest 
single grant ever received by the At- 
lanta school system, will build what is 
expected to be one of the finest educa- 
tional centers for Negroes in the na- 
tion. It will aid Georgia in its efforts to 
provide educational opportunities for its 
colored vouth, whose skills also are 
needed in the expanding economy of 
Georgia. 

We are making progress in all fields 
—rapidly now. It is too late to check 
the consequences revealed in the Se- 
lective Service reports.

along should fare better. We must all 
work together to the end that this 
shameful record is not repeated with 
each succeeding generation.

Why Not Guarantee 
FHA and GI Housing? 


The House subcommittee recommen- 
dation that the government force build- 
ers to give future buyers of GI and 
FHA-insured housing a “binding” one- 
year guarantee against “bad workman- 
ship and bad materials” is a matter of 
simple justice. There have been far too 
many instances of outright racketeer- 
ing under these programs for the gov- 
ernment to ignore them any longer. 

Of course, there is much to be said 
for a “voluntary warranty program” 
such as proposed by the National Asso= 
ciation of Home Bhtilders in lieu of a 
compulsory guarantee. However, .the 
organization’s argument that the plan 
would “penalize unfairly” the vast ma- 
jority of builders in order to correct 
“abuses by a relatively few unscrupu- 
lous speculators” smacks a little of 
dodging the issue. 

Why should builders who are ful- 
filling their contracts correctly be®* more 
willing to grant a “voluntary” than a 
compulsory warranty? In any event, 
builders who are doing the right thing 
have nothing to fear. It is the “un- 
scrupulous speculators” at which such a 
provision would be aimed. 

There is still a great need for hous- 
ing. The GI and FHA programs have 
done much to help alleviate the pressing 
conditions that existed and some such 
programs will be continued into the in- 
definite future. However, the need for 
some sort of protection for the buyer 
has been evident for years. If the build- 
ing trade cannot rid itself of the “un- 
scrupulous speculators” who victimize 
those who must have federally financed 
housing, the buyer must have some 
legal safeguards to protect himself 
against them.

Announcement has been made by 
Ralph Huie, chauman of the finance 
committee of the Atlanta City Council, 
that beginning next week the city will 
publish the 1953 budget request of 
each city department. 

City officials are to be commended 
for their decision to initiate the prac- 
tice.

Further- 
more, as Mr. Huie has pointed out, it 
will help them better to appreciate some 
of the headaches that arise from the re- 
sponsibility of providing and paying for 
city services.

That Is Exactly 
What Adlai Said 


WASHINGTON—Only a few weeks after 
the 1940 presidential election, the late Wen- 
dell L. Willkie, the defeated Republican can- 
didate, appeared before the Senate foreign 
relations committee to testify in support of 

the lend-lease program. 
That had just been sub- 
mitted for congressional 
4 approval by President 
Roosevelt to bolster those 
™ countries’ resisting na- 
msm. 
Mr. Willkie was twitted 
by then Sen. Bennett 
Champ Clark (Dem., 
Mo.), now a federal judge 
here, an opponent of the 
Roosevelt lend-lease bill, 
about some of his campaign attacks on 
President Roosevelt’s policies. The senator 
asked Mr. Willkie if those earlier utterances 
were ‘‘merely campaign oratory.”’ 


The defeated Republican candidate, grin- 
ning a bit sheepishly, waved his arms re- 
signedly in acquiescence, agreeing to the 
words which often since, mistakenly, have 
been put into his mouth in the first instance. 
That episode added an apt phrase to the 
lexicon of politics—‘‘merely campaign ora- 
tory’’—to describe an old, familiar and 
generally accepted practice in our free and 
easy democracy. 

We had it again in the 1952 campaign, 
especially about Korea, and from the Re- 
publicans and their candidate, now Presi- 
deni-elect. 

It can best be put by saying that, fig- 
uratively, General Eisenhower went all the 
way to Korea to make the speech that his 
defeated opponent, Gov. Adlai Stevenson, 
made over and over in his campaign. To 
read what General Eisenhower: said in his 
press conference after his survey of Korea 
is, in fact, like hearing all over again what 
this reporter heard Governor Stevenson em- 
phasize time after time about Korea. Gen- 
eral Eisenhower even cribbed the very same 
phrases. Listen to him now—after Korea: 

*‘We have no panaceas, no trick ways of 
settling this problem.”’ 

That’s exactly what Governor Stevenson 
said in his campaign. 

The general never said that he had a 
panacea, either, in so many words. But he 
left such an impression, which was picked 
up by the secondary line of Republican cam- 
paigners and spread abroad through the land 
in campaign propaganda. 

Now he has been to Korea. Now he con- 
fesses he has no panaceas. He says now 
that we have got to stay in Korea a long 
time. He says that it will be some time 
before South Koreans could replace our 
troops. He believes the war should not be 
allowed to spread, saying it is difficult ‘‘in 
a war of this kind to work out a plan that 
would bring a positive and definite victory 
without possibly running the grave risk of 
enlarging the war.” 

Governor Stevenson said exactly those 
things in the campaign, and so did Presi- 
dent Truman.

In reply, a young captain named Wayne 
Melvin of Los Angeles, Calif., a flyer as- 
signed to Iwo Jima, asked: ‘‘Is Colonel Wel- 
don there?’’ 

Melvin was looking for the former com- 
manding officer at the Iwo base. 

Eisenhower answered: ‘‘No, he’s not.’ 

Melvin asked: ‘‘Where is he?’’ 

The general replied: ‘‘I declare I don't 
know. I’m only a visitor. here.”’ 

There was a gulp from the other end of 
the wire. The young captain had recognized 
the voice of the President-elect. He made a 
hurried attempt to apologize, but Ike roared 
with Jaughter, said ‘‘Goodnight’’ and went 
back to sleep. 

Charles E. Wilson, who is to be Secretary 
of Defense and accompanied Eisenhower on 
his trip to Korea, trudged coatless and hat- 
less along the black ash of Iwo Jima’s beach 
where the Marines poured in more than 30,- 
000 men from dawn to dusk in the historic 
invasion Feb. 14, 1945. 

He shook his bare gray head as he looked 
around and muttered: ‘If anybody had told 
me three weeks ago I'd be in the cabinet and 
on- Iwo Jima I would have considered them 
nuts.”’ 

The recent head of General Motors ac- 
companied Eisenhower on his trip up Mount 
Suribachi to pay homage to the memory of 
the Marines who raised the American flag 
there. Ata certain point on the precipitous 
climb Wilson was asked to step out of the 
Chevrolet sedan in which he was riding and 
get into a Jeep for the remainder of the trip. 

Bouncing along in the cushionless Jeep, 
Wilson asked the GI at the wheel why the 
change was made. The boy replied: 

“That old Chevvy could never get up this 
here hill.’’ 

Wilson smiled at Ev. Holles, radioman 
on the trip, and then said to the boy: ‘Are 
you sure?”’ 

The GI replied emphatically:

Wilson was impressed by the cloak-and- 
dagger method of whisking him and Eisen- 
hower to the plane the night the party left 
New York.

Pulse of the Public 


Bankers, Bootblacks and Governors 


Included Among Those Who Labor 


Atlanta—We who labor believe in our 
right to a just share in the good things of 
life. -Some of us have organized to protect 
that right, and when ali who labor have so 
organized, few Americans will lack that 
share for we are many and under the prin- 
ciple of majority rule we can get what we 
want when we agree what that is. 

Labor is human effort, either mental or 
physical, directed to some end other than 
sport or recreation. Our standard diction- 
aries so define it, and our courts agree, 
Those who make such efforts are, therefore, 
laborers. 

The job of the street sweeper requires 
little mental effort, and that of the foreman 
uses little physical effort. Neither job can 
be classed as sport or recreation. There- 
fore sweepers and foremen are laborers and 
as such have long been eligible to member- 
ship in labor unions affiliated with organ- 
ized labor. Measured by the same defining 
yardstick, those who labor include bankers 
and bootblacks, ministers and miners, gar- 
bage collectors and governors, house paint- 
ers and housewives, and practically all the 
rest of us except the very young. 

Because of its impact on all who labor, 
the 1952 steel strike is remembered by most 
of us. It was a typical dispute between 
those who labor for the owners and laborers 
hired and directed by them. Being typical, 
it may well be used for analysis and some 
constructive consideration. Due to it, a half 
million strikers lost an eight-week wage. 
Another half million workers, idled by the 
steel shortage, lost as much in time and pay. 
And all of us irretrievably lost the eight- 
week productive output of a million workers. 
The strikers got a raise and those idled got 
a payless holiday, while all of us got a 
boost in living costs. 

Only the strikers won. Or did they? In 
two to three years one of those strikers 
might win back his wage loss if he still has 
his job, and if no strike intervenes, and if 
the mill is still in operation, and if his 
union dues and assessments are not raised, 
and if there is no increase in taxes or liv- 
ing costs, and if his dollar is not further de- 
flated. But, with those barriers in his path, 
his epitaph may well read, ‘‘He Died Too 
Soon.”’ 

If all of us lose when some of us strike, 
it may be that the strike is not our best 
means for getting our share of the good 
things of life. Perhaps we should try some 
thing else. We might consider staying on 
the job instead of striking, then using that 
eight-week wage once a year to buy a steel 
mill of our own. Or could we? Let’s see. 
A million workers at $70 per week for eight 
weeks? Yes, that half billion would do, 
And we could operate our mills from swamp- 
ers to the chairman of the board from our 
own membership and return all profits to 
ourselves. ARDY KAYE.

West Virginia Pays 


Price of Delay 


The full tragic impact of the fire which 
swept a West Virginia mental institution is 
not to be found in the mere recounting of the 
toll, as terrible as that may be. It comes 
with chilling force from the reading of the 
first paragraph of the wire dispatch: 


HUNTINGTON, W. Va.—4#—The _ black- 
ened shell of a building officials knew was 
unsafe was all that remained today after 
fire swept a Huntington state hospital build- 
ing, killing 14 women and children, inmates 
of the old mental institution. 

The Associated Press reporter was not 
guessing at official knowledge of conditions 
at the hospital. President Joe E. Burdett of 
the board of institutions was brutal in his 
frankness: ‘‘I can’t say I was surprised. If 
something isn’t done, it won't be the last 
(such tragedy).’’ The state fire marshal 
said the building had been rated ‘“‘inade- 
quate’ as to fireproofing at its last inspec- 
tion. Officials also recalled that the last 
state legislature had shelved a request for 
funds to remedy the situation. 

Institutions financed by taxation have to 
take their place in order of priority of sup- 
port from the always strained public treas- 
ury. But surely those which house mentally 
or physically-ill persons are due enough con- 
sideration to prevent their becoming flam- 
jng death traps. Fatalities among helpless 
patients are too tragic a cost to pay for re- 
minding us what we should have done a 
long time ago.

of Japanese invaders of the Phil- 
ippine Islands. 

This ruling set aside a decision 
of the U. S. Court of Claims that 
the oil companies should be reim- 
bursed by the government for their 
losses. Claims involved total ap- 
proximately $6,000,000. 

Vagueness of the statute was the 
basis of the court's ruling in the 
Cardiff case. One section of the 
act prohibits ‘‘the refusal to per- 
mit entry or inspection as au- 
thorized by’’ another section of the 
law. The other section authorizes 
federal officers ‘‘to enter’’ and ‘‘to 
inspect’’ at ‘“‘reasonable_ times’’ 
after first requesting and obtaining 
permission of ‘‘the owner, operator 
or custodian.”’ 

Justice William O. Douglas, writ- 
ing the majority opinion, said the 
court was unable to ‘‘make sense 
out of the statute.’ 

‘““Nowhere does the act say that 
a factory manager must allow en- 
try and inspection at a reasonable 
hour,”’ the opinion stated. Inspec- 
tion and entry, the court held, was 
conditioned on ‘‘making request 
and obtaining permission.” 

“It would seem therefore on the

las wrote, “‘that the act prohibits 
the refusal to permit inspection 
only if permission has been pre- 
viously granted. Under that view 
the act makes illegal the revoca- 
tion of permission once given, not 
the failure to give permission.

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Supreme Court Hears 


School Segregation Plea 


Kansas Argues That Students 
Are Getting Equal Treatment 


‘WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—(?\—Attorneys for the state of, 
Kansas, acting on the eve of an historic Supreme Court test, | 
today defended a Kansas law permitting segregation of 


white and Negro children in some grade schools. r= 


Tomorrow the high court will be 
asked to rule on the bitterly con- 
troversial question of whether 
there should be an end to separate 
schools for swhite and Negro chil- 
dren in this country. 

Five separate cases of school 
segregation —in South Carolina, 
Virginia, Delaware, Kansas and 
the District of Columbia—will be 
laid before the court. with the 
outcome gravely awaited in the 
South. 


LEADING LAWYERS 

The high tribunal will hand 
down its decision sometime next 
year after hearing some of the 
nation’s leading constitutional law- 
yers argue on both sides of the 
question. 


However, the court could avoid 
giving a flat, final opinion em- 
bracing the broad subiect of seg- 
regation, as it has in the past. 

Today's action by Kansas _ at- 
fornevs came in response to a. 
prod by the Supreme Court. which 
- directed the state last Nov. 24 
either to file a brief giving its 
position on segregation or to state 
whether it conceded that segrega- 
tion is wrong. : 

Atty: Gen. Harold R. Fatzer of 
Kansas, his assistant, Paul F. 
Wilson. and Peter F. Caldwell. 
counsel! for the Toneka board of 
education, responded with a brief 
arguing that Kansas law does not 
violate the U. S. Constitution. 

The brief noted that a special 
three-judge federal court has up- 
held Kansas’ segregation law in. 
rejecting demands bv a group of 
Negro parents that their children. 
should be admitted to white schools | 
in Topeka. 

The brief declared that the spe- 
cial—court did not ‘“‘specifically 
show’’ that any of the Negro stu- 
dents have suffered because of 
secregation, ‘‘nor that the mental] 
develonment of any of the appel- 
lants (students) in this case has 
heen retarded.”’ 

WTH AMENDMENT 

The heart of the impending battle 
before the Supreme Court hinges | 
on the 14th Amendment to the Con-| 
stitution. whoch bars abridgment of 
citizenship rights. 

The high court handed down a 
far-reaching decision on the subject. 
in 1896 when protests arose over 
the action of a Louisiana railroad | 
in compelling Negroes to ride in 
separate ‘‘Jim Crow’”’ sections on 
its trains. 

The court at that time ruled that 
separate treatment for Negroes 
was not unconstitutional as long as 
they received equal treatment. The 
decision became known as_ the 
“separate but equal” doctrine and

GOAL: GAMMA 
Blood Drive 
Widened for 
Poiio Fight 


The Atlanta Red Cross Chapter 
was asked Monday to expand its 


blood program immediately to pro- 
vide. 1,000 additional pints af blood 
a month for use in building up 
stocks of gamma globulin to fight 
polio next summer. 

The appeal to Atlanta was part 
of a nation-wide call for 2.090 000 
more pints of blood to be veduced 
to its gamma globulin content for 
injection into exposed children in 
polio epidemic areas. 

Gamma globulin, a blood frac- 
tion, has proved valuable in re- 
ducing the danger of paralysis from 
polio, Red Cross officials noted. 
ADDED RESPONSIBILITY 

Daniel J. Haughton, chairman of 
the Atlanta Chapter’s blood service , 
committee. said the increased ‘ood 
quota would p n ‘“‘additional re- 
sponsibility on parents of small 
children’’ who may benefit from 
gamma globulin during the polio 
season. 

The appeal to expand Atlanta’s 
blood program came from E. Ro- 
land Harriman, president of the 
American National Red. Cross, 
Washington, who also advised other 
Red Cross chapters across the 
nation to increase blood quotas. 

Harriman said experiments con- 
ducted in the past two years in 
Utah, Texas and lowa under the 
auspices of the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis have 
*‘demonstrated the effectiveness” 
of gamina globulin injections in 
preventing or lessening paralysis 
from polio. | 

“It takes approximately one pint) 
of blood,”’ Harriman noted, ‘‘ito) 
make an average dose of gamma! 
globulin as used for poliomyelitis. | 
One injection protects a child from 
one to five weeks.”’ 


MORE MONEY NEEDED 

Charles R. Younts, chairman of 
the Atlanta Red Cross chapter, 
said more money will be needed 
to finance this new phase of the 
blood program—and Atlanta peo- 
ple will be asked to increase their 
financial donations as well as their 
blood donations. 

Atlanta’s present blood quota for 
civilian and defense purposes is 
4.600 pints a month—but it will 
be increase to 5,600 pints a month. 

In his statement to all Red Cross 
chapters, Harriman estimated the 
additional equipment, personnel and 
processing necessary to produce! 
gamma globulin for polio epidem- 
ics will cost the American Red 
Cross about $7,000,000.

“Now with the additional cost| 
of gamma globulin production,”’ he 
said, ‘“‘we will ask the American 
people for $93,000,000 in our March 
campaign.”’
